St. Petersburg, April 22.—Twenty- 
five peraons a re believed to have been 
drowned 
by the 
foundering 
of the 
river ste a m e r Archangelsk while six* 
was crossing the Neva n ear tile su­ 
burb of Irinowka. 
Tho accident 
occurred 
during a 
snow' storm when tho s t e r n e r struck 
an ice floe. 
Owing 
to 
tho thickness 
of 
the 
w eather th e accident 
was not seen 
from the shore, 
but th e shouts for 
help of those in distress attracted the 
crews of two steamers, which hastily 
went to the scene 
only, however, to 
find 
th a t 
t^ e 
Archangelsk 
had 
foundered. 
A num ber of her passen­ 
gers. mostly 
workingmen, were res 
cued, but owing to the swift ness of 
the current many o th ers were swept 
under the Ice floes. 
T h e re is no moans of establishing 
definitely the n u m b e r of victims. Tho 
puss aga acrose the river was short and 
no count was made of tho passengers, 
hut according to the police of Okhta, 
a suburb for which the et earner wns 
bound, thirty-one persons are missing 
—all workman or small m e rc h a n ts of 
the hu m b le r classes. 
T he Archangelsk was 
an old Iron 
steam er open forward nod roofed over 
astern in th e form 
of a cabin. 
She 
was condemned a# u n seaw o rth y last, 
fall but th e owner whs able to have 
the ban removed and the vessel placed 
in service. 
T h e crew was m ade lip of 
three inexperienced men, the captain

Miners and Mine Owner* at Goldfield 
Sign an Agreement. 
Goldfield, Nov., Apl ii 22. 
An ag re e ­ 
ment has been signed by the executive 
com m ittee of the mine ow ners and 
the officers of Miners’ union No. 2'Jo, 
Goldfield district, which term in ates the 
great lockout and labor struggle of the 
past seven weeks.
